We are pleased to state that 
the criminal situation in this 
Division appears to. have im- 
proved, especially of crimes of 
a serious nature, as is evidenc- 
ed by the small number of in- 
dictments returned for felonies. 
Many of the cases presented 
are for offenses that we have 
deemed the evidence not sufti- 
é@ient or of a character that 
would not justify the return- 
ing of indictments. In some 


testimony, and in some instan- 
ces we think that outside in- 
fluences have prevented wit- 
nesses from testifying truth- 
fully. It behooves the good 
citizens of the county to be 
vigilant and give information 
to the officers specially charg- 
ed with the enforcement of the 
law of all violations coming to 
their knowledge. By the 
working together of the offti- 
cers and citizens crime could 
be and would be practically 
wiped out from our midst. 

We appointed certain Com-
